3. The claim combination, wherein the apparatus for purification of catalytic cracking 
gasolines comprises at least one selective hydrogenation reactor, at least one stabilization drum 
connected to at least one effluent outlet line from said at least one selective hydrogenation 
reactor and having at least one gas outlet line and at least one stabilized effluent outlet line, and 
at least one sweetening reactor comprising at least one effluent inlet line in fluid communication 
with said at least one stabilized effluent outlet line, is allowable over the prior art of record. 
Applicant's invention differentiates over the closest prior art Frame et al. (USP 5,064,525) 
because the reference does not disclose a stabilization drum having a gas outlet line, wherein said 
stabilization drum is between the at least one selective hydrogenation reactor and the at least one 
sweetening reactor. The molecular sieve of Frame et al. which is used for gas/liquid separation 
(e.g. separation of hydrogen sulfide from kerosene, see examples) and which is between the at 
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least one selective hydrogenation reactor and the at least one sweetening reactor does not 
comprise at least one gas outlet line.
